We eontinu'd to work' at the Battery on the 
Lorraine ſide, 'it-is to be monnted with 30 Cannons. © The Trenches 
were enlarg'd, and the Lines were-carried on both on the Right and 
the Left," to make a larger Front before the Town ; by that we draw 
nearer to the point of the Counterſcarp, from which'we have yer 150 
paces diſtant. Theſe two Nights there were reckoned about 40 kita 
and woanded, The Enemy; as he was wont, did continnally fire both 
his greet and ſmall Shot towards both the 'Atracks.'.

parts. At the Lorrainers Attack, 4000-ought tobe there onmmay, 
which is regulated in this mauner, That the Lmperialiſts ſhall furniſh 
every third day 5000 Men, the Luvenburgers 4000, and the Heſſians 
3000, of which, thoſe that are delign'd for the Lorrainers Attack, 
incamp already on this fide the .&hine, The greatcſt-part pf the Ge- 
nerals believe that the great Battery will nat-be ready in 8 days time 
yet. A French Party, of about 400 Foot, has been ſeen not far 
from Bingen ; it is thopght that they ſeck to paſt themſelves in the 
Neighbourhood, to incommode our F orragers. . | 

Fuly 23. We advanc'd but little that day, by reaſon. of « great 
Rain, As the Eleftor's Attack the Trenches were carried on a little, 
and the Trevaux were more fecur'd : Some Liges alſo were carried 
on at the Attack of .Lorrain, 'on the Right and; Lefs, to give @ lerger 
Front, they work alſo on the. Battery and on the Ditch ;: we: bad ig 
the Lines one killed and three wounded, and at the Battery two 
killed and five wounded. 

July 24, Two French Officers were kill'd out of the Camp, that 
deſigned to get into the Town z Five more were purſued, but could 
not be taken ; a Party of the Enemies, of 300 Men on Hor 
were ſecn on Creutzenach-Road. A Citizen who bad been ſent by the 
Governour of the Town with Letters to the Marſhal of- Days, 
brought them to the Duke of Lorrain, the moſt ſecret Letters were 
writ in Charatters, conceal'd in a Braſs: Buxton which, button'd up 
his Breeches, their Contents are not yet;known, there being no'\body 
found in: the Army that can unravel them. This Night, at the Electo+ 
ral Attack, the Trenches were carried on towards the Left of the Ci- 
tadel with very little loſs; two ſmall Pieces were mounted alſo, with 
which the Enemies Horſe-Guerd was gall'd, which upon that retir'd 
into the Town. The Enemy dig Palliſado the {mall Works, agd thoſe 
Ditches which they had in the Sragion Garden. At the Lorrainers 
Attack, a Line was drawn on the Right, round the Works, and 
there was much labouring about the great Battery alſo, The Let- 
ters which have been found on. the above-memtioned Citizen, con-

drawn. | 
3; July 2B, Ten Pieces more were placed on the ſame Battery, very 
large, as alſo proportionably of Amunition. The Pieces were plac'd 
in the Embracements, and a 'niew Redoubr was traced out on the 
Right 60 paces diſtant from the Foot of the Glacis. Thirty Barrels of 
Powder have been drawn out of two Mines, which have been diſco- 
ver'd near the great Battery of the lmperialiſts, by the meatis of a 
French Miner who made- his eſcape out of the place to come to us. 
Our Army was alittle leflen'd, by a Detatchment of 6o0@ Horſe, 
which were ſent towar ds Heidelberg, under General Dwnewald's Com- 
mand. This Day Marſhal Daras came before Heidelberg with 1500 
Men, and a4 Night they Aſſaulted: the 'Fown, 'and enter'd the Sub- 
urbs, endeavouring to Poſt themſelves in the new Church of St. F«- 
cob, but they were Hguocaty repulſed with the Jeſs of 350 Men. 
Fuly 29, From the Lorrainers Attack, we began to beat the Coun- 
terſcarpz/ and in a ſhort time the' Cannon was diſmounted, the Em- 
bracements were fo ruin'd that the Enemy were forc*d to take in the 
faid Pieces on the Neighbouring Baſtion, on the Right, whence 
they fire at this preſene with 4 Cannons. © This Night we laboured 
hard or the new Redoubt, and a new Line was traced on the Lefr, 
the better to get into'the Ditch, near the Gate; 
F 30. They fired extreamly at the Lorrainers Battery this Morn- 
ing, by that means, the Enemy were forced t6 remove fur 
off their Pieces. They made good uſe of their time however, and 
after that onrs had made their diſcharge, they fired hard from the 
Baſtion on the Right Hand, on our Battery, and ovr Approaches. 
This'Night the great Redoubs was put in! a good condition on the left, 
on which the Enemy Sallied about 60 ſtrong, but were foon repulſed 
with- the loſs of 9 Men, amongſt which was 'an Officer, -we reckon'd 
alfo that Night upon many kilPd and wounded, Our Miners began 
this Night- their Counter-mines, two able Spaniſh Engineers were 
that Night kill'd.

- July", We fired not:fo hard from the Lorrain's Battery 24 we 
had dore the'two precedent Days, becauſe of the heat ;-on the con-

hav'd themſelves bravely. Count Rewſz, Major Sweimtz, and Captain 
Altback, were wounded. + A Dragoon of the Regiment Laxde, who 
ſurrender'd himſelf that Day, told us that the Ground of the Glacis 
was hIPd with Bombs, cover'd over with Boards, with long Nails, 
whoſe points were hid with-earth, and that all the angles of the 
Counterſcarp were undermin'd. . '6 

Auguſt 1, Two: Towers that were ſituated on the left were beaten 
with our Cannon from the Battery of Lorrain, all the Day loug, not 
without Succeſs. The Enemy did alſo fire his Cannon-6n vs from the 
Works. | This Night thoſe of Heſſe flung into the Town from beyond 
the Khine dixers Bombs.

Auguſt 2. The Cangon ' began to play' again- from the Zorrain Bit- 
tery by break of Day, on the Works both on :the Right and 
Left, which was continued till Night with good ſucceſs ;; there was 
alſo tlung from 'Seven Morter-pieces divers Bombs into the Coun- 
terſcarp. About Noon our Cannon had beaten down the-Roof and 
the beſt part of. the top of the ronod Tower, which is,0n the 
Left of the Cathedral, whence. our: Men had reecived great damage. 
The ſquare Tower near ;St; $ephen's Churth; alittle higher than the 
round Vower, was for the 'moſt - part ryin'd. alſo, The Ramparts 
and Works oa the Right were alſo endamag'd, - We could plainly 
ſee the Eaemy wotk-on the Rampart, ſo ſoon as we had diſcharg'd 
our Cagnon, and that they began to entrench themſelves there. The 
Parallel-Line wes this Night finiſhed, and [thoſe 'of Heſſs maunted 
Six Pieces more of 24 Pound Buketyztherewas nothing | elſe remark- 
able that paſy'd: Neither did the Enemy: fire but-thetr-Muskets, and

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- Baſtions, St. Alexander, St. Boniface, and St. Iſariin, to make a breach» 
but, we fired not ſo fiercely as the Day before. The Enemy fired 
very vigorouſly all that Day with their Muskets, and killed and 
wounded divers of our Men ;they alſo ſhot ſome Vollies of Cannon in- 
to the Camp, and towards the Approaches,but with no effet. This 
Night ours encompaſs'd the Redoubt on the Left with Palliſadoes, 
and finiſhed the Ditch before the Battery. The Cannon this Night 
was More-quiet on both ſides, but the Enemy fired continually their 
Muskets, we alſo caſt ſome Bombs into the Town, Colonel Erfa 
was wounded in the right arm by a piece of our Shells. 

Auguſt 4. We continn'd this Day as we had done yeſterday in bat- 
tering the three foreſaid Baſtions, and the great Tower near to the 
Gate Gas, but not very much; we had Two Delerters, who told 
us that the Enemies were carrying or a Mine towards the Zara 
Battery. This Night a great Parallel Line was drawn towards 
the Glacis, From the lmperial Attack we caſt all this Night 
long a great number of Bombs into the Town, to diſturb the Ene- 
my in their labours, there was alſo-ſmart firing of ſmall ſhot on 
both ſides, for all that the Lunenburgers that were that Night on 
the. Guard” in the Trenches had but one killed and Ten wounded. 

Anguſt 5., We began again early in the Morning to batter from 
the Lorrain Battery the three Baſtions and the above-mention'd 
Tower, which was continu'd all Day till Night. The French begar 
about Noon to play off their great Cannon on our Batteries and Ap- 
proaches, from a little Fort, which draws near to the top of the 
Caltle, they caſt alſo divers Bombs, by which we had above Forty 


| dead and wounded. We alſo did caſt, not only all Day but alÞ 


Night alſo, Bombs on the Fort, and all other places where there was 
any, proſpect of indamaging the Enemies Works. The ſmall ſhot wag 
alſo increas'd this Day on both ſides more than ever. A- certain De- 
ferter from the Town, ſaid that the Enemy had finiſh'd the Mine, 
which they had began to condutt towards our Trench and Battery,and 
that they were ready to ſtore it with Powder. Moreover, at the- 
Imperial Attack have been brought to perfeftion the Two new Lines, 
which are about 25 Paccs from the Glacis. This Night has been 
trac'd the great Battery ag the Eleftoral Attack , which contains- 
887 Paces in its Circumference, and which is to be mounted with - 
36 Pieces of large Bores. This Battery is made with two inward '

Augaſt 6. We began again early inthe Morning to Fire our Can 
non, and to caſt Bombs from the Imperial Attack, where the Two 
Generals, Souches and Wallis, with the Prince of Sexex Weifſenfelr, 
this Day Commanding, 4be Enemy have done the ſame. They made 
two vigorous Sallies betwixt Twelve and One, under the favour of a 
great Rain, with 300 Horſe and 1500 Foot z they llided along from 
both the Gates of Al:munſter and Gau towards our Men, Attacking the 
firſt Line with great fury, of which they eaſily made themſelves Ma- 
ſters, it being not yet in poſture of Defence, nor Lin'd with Small 
fhoxg. 'Our Men that were in the more remote Lines were diligent, ' 
got out of .the Trenches on the Right and Lefc, and vigorouſly j 
back the Enemy after a large half hours Combat, with great loſs z fo 
that for the moſt part they ran away on their Feet and Hands, what 
was found of the Enemy at the head of the Trenches were preſently 
cut to pieces, the Soldiers Rage going ſo far, that they ſet ſome Heads 
that had been cut off on Spikes before the Camp, -and cut Leather 
Thongs out of the Skins of their Backs z which was afterwards for- 
bidden by his Highneſs the Duke of Lorr«ine ;_ there was great Firing 
on both ſides of Cannons and Bombs during the Combate. The num- 
ber of killed and wounded on our fide amounts to 300 Men, amongſt 
the Dead are the Aid General and Major of the Granadeers, the 
Baron Breſſee, who was ſent ſome time ſince to bis Eletoral Highneſs 
of Brandenburg, Captain Sicking Canon of Meontz.,as alfo Lunati Captain 
of the Granadeers. After this Combat, ſome of the Enemies'wonnded 
Officers that had remaia'd on the place, ask*d for Quarter from our 
Men. . His Highneſs the Duke of Lorrain having been inform'd that 
the ground from the head of the Trenches to the top of the Glacis was 
cover'd with a great number of French Bodies Dead and Dyingz the 
laſt of which wage ſuch Cryes and Lamentations as mov'd Compaſſion, 
His Highneſs the Duke of Lorrain ſeat a Drummer to the Freneb ar 
Mentz,, but they laught at is, asking whether we had not ſomething 
clſe, to deſire ? which oblig'd our Mu:keteers td diſpatch the wounded 
Officers. The Governour did this out of fear, that the ſight of fo 
many Degd and wounded ſhonld impriat ſome caldneſs on the reſt of 
the Garriſon ;, 'whereforc he thought it not fit ta Correſpond to the 
Duke of iLomwin's Hymanity,. chuling rather to kave his Wounded 
and
